Built F.rst Telegraph Line From 
Louisville to Owensboro 



BORN IN JEFFERSON COUNTY. 



Evansvil e, Ind., April 10. -Nor- 
horne M. Booth, aged 80 years, said 
to be the oldest telegrapher In the 
United States, died at his home at 405 
Chandler avenue Friday noon. In the 
language of the "boys," who he in- 
structed in the telegraph world, he 
answered ".10," the operator's signal 
signifying the end. 

Mr. Booth's end was peaceful, fol- 
lowing weeks of Illness. In his de- 
clining days his eyesight was affected, 
yet he compiled a book of memoirs 
which he treasured highly. 

Mr. Booth was born in Louisville, 
Ky., and became a telegrapher there 
in 1849. He flatboated on the Ohio 
for a time, when he formed a stock 

trom Louisville, via. Owensboro and 
Kvansville, to Shawneetown, 111. He 
had his main office on Water street 
and saw the steamboat business in its 
height. His line was practically forc- 
ed out of business by the Wester 
Union company In 1871, when he gav 
up his private venture and took th 
place of manager of the Western 
Union office here. This position he 
held until 1884, wheu he reached the 
age of 62 years and retired. 

Mr. Booth was a man of forceful 
character, virile mentally and ener- 
getic In pushing business. He was 
highly regarded by the Western Union 
officials and hundreds of men In the 
profession and other walks of life. 

Mr, Booth was married in 1855 to 
Miss Mary Porter of Bardstown, Ky. 
She survives him with the following 
children: Norborne M., of the West- 
ern Union office here; William and 
Gait Booth, Mrs. Fannie Covert of 
Washington, D. C, Mrs. Nannie Tel- 
fer of Kansas City, Mo., and Misses 
Louise and Kate Booth of Evansville. 

News of his death was Hashed over 
the telegraph wires to all parts of 
the country yesterday and brought 
repressions of regret from the "boys" 
everywhere at the keys. 

Funeral services for the deceased 
were held Monday morning at 10 
o'clock from the late residence. Rec- 
tor W. Reid Cross of St. Paul's Epis- 
copal church, officiating.

THE > BUSY BEES. 

lew the Insects Work When They 
Are Collecting Honey. 

Upon the npproach of a bee to any 
flower It flies around the calyx almost 
alwnys before alighting upon the flow- 
itself. This Is a cursory examina- 
tion, and with its antennae out- 
stretched and quivering it is evidently 
scenting the honey contained within. 

Should this prove a fruitful flower 
and of the flavor required the bee set- 
tles on the center of the stamen and, 
clutching it with its four front legs, 
steadies Itself with Its longer out- 
stretched two hindermost ones and 
withdraws the nectar by Its proboscis, 
wings of the body assuming a 
vibratory motion the while.
